After the Sales 


HE Saratoga yearling sales, one of the best 

available indexes to the situation and pros- 
pects of the Turf, have concluded satisfactorily. 
The average price for 559 head (including two 
resales) was $2,336, which is 2.14 per cent be- 
low the 1937 average. The average would have 
been within a quarter of one per cent of last 
year’s if fillies and colts had been sold in the 
same proportion as last year and had brought 
the same respective prices as they did this year. 
Thus the market, taken as a whole, was almost 
exactly level with that of last August. 

The best augury of the sales results was the 
increase of more than 13 per cent in the average 
Breeders were buying with an eye to 
the future of these youngsters as broodmares. 
Their numerous bids expressed confidence in the 
stability of racing through the years to come, 
when the produce of these fillies will race. 

If the price of fillies may be said to indicate 
the present impression of the more or less dis- 
tant future of the sport, the price of colts is 
perhaps indicative of the more immediate future 

and the price of colts was down by 4.6 per 
This is not enough of a drop to require 
any profound explanation, but the fact that colts 
failed to gain along with the other sex is per- 
haps an indication of the slow pace at which the 
earning capacity of horses is being increased by 
the race tracks of North America. 

A dozen years ago, as THE BLOOD-HORSE has 
pointed out on numerous occasions, the earning 
capacity of the average Thoroughbred was much 
higher than it is today. When the depression 
came the race tracks, by necessity, lowered their 
purses, and owners accepted their losses with a 
minimum of murmuring. Since the worst years 
of the depression racing has expanded to un- 
precedented volume, but purses have not yet ap- 
proached the pre-depression standard. In other 
words, there are more slices, but the slices are 
thinner.

Taking the figures from statistics published 
in Daily Racing Form on the distribution at 25 
major meetings of the current year, we find that 
in 734 racing days the distribution has totaled 
$6,632,030, an average of $9,035 a day. Last 
year the corresponding meetings accounted for 
725 days and $6,370,240, average $8,787 a day. 
The increase in the daily average is 2.8 per cent. 
Half of that increase is accounted for by two 
‘alifornia tracks, Santa Anita Park and Bay 
Meadows. For the remainder of the country the 
increase is 1.4 per cent. The 25 meetings in- 
cluded in these figures do not include the in- 
augural session at California’s Hollywood Park, 
but when this meeting is counted the daily aver- 
age for 1938 becomes $9,235, which is 5.1 per 
cent higher than last year. 

‘alifornia tracks, of course, are not the only 
ones which have increased their daily distribu- 
tion. Pimlico, on top of a big increase last year, 
showed another rise this spring of 34.2 per cent. 
Hialeah Park added 10.1 per cent to its daily 
purse distribution; Fair Grounds, 17.5 per cent; 
Lincoln Fields, 13.4 per cent; Havre de Grace, 
8.7 per cent; Delaware Park, 6.7 per cent. On 
the other hand Illinois tracks (excepting Lincoln 
Fields) have been obliged to retrench, New York 
tracks have made only negligible increases, and 
in New England Suffolk Downs showed a 16.4 
per cent decrease from its 1937 average, from 
$12,924 down to $10,800. 

The importance of California in the present 
set-up of racing is obvious, and it was California 
money which played a principal part in making 
this year’s Saratoga sales successful. Next year 
the distribution in that State will be consider- 
ably larger than in 1938, and tracks in the East, 
we believe, will soon find it necessary to increase 
their purses in order to protect themselves 
against competition which a few years ago was 
undreamed of. We hope, at least, that competi- 
tion will stir the tracks into making purse in- 
creases at a faster rate than in the last few 
years.

Dolly 
had better luck, running a splendid race against 
the best juveniles here, but could not overhaul 
one of the field, and finished a close second, after 
coming up from some distance behind. On the 
day Curt went to the post the track was visited 
by a veritable cloudburst, and the worst of it 
was in progress as the field paraded. No one 
could see any of the start, nor which was where 
on the back stretch, but when they neared the 
wire, it was Curt who was seen galloping reso- 
lutely in front. He ran second in his previous 
start, and I was glad to see him make this win. 
I have sold Sentry, and hated to see him go, as 
I think he is much better than average, but am 
sure his new owner will be highly pleased with 
him. 


Training For Distance 


Venture All, 

Care THE BLoop-Horse, 
Lexington, Ky. 

Dear Sir: 

May I as a reader of your column ask you to give 
me a general schedule for training a 5-year-old geld- 
ing for a race of 2's miles. I have 60 days. The horse 
is not in training, but good physical condition, has 
speed, likes route of ground, plenty of heart, good 
disposition and since it is only question of sport with 
me, I hope you will help out with your knowledge and 
experience.

Personally I don’t see how it is possible for you 
to train a horse to run 21, miles in 60 days when 
he is not already in training. That is a long 
way for a horse to run, and I have serious doubts 
that you could train a horse to run 11, miles 
in 60 days, taken up green. Ordinarily one ex- 
pects to get a green horse such as you describe 
able to run six furlongs in 60 days with good 
luck, and then advance the distance he runs 
slowly along week by week, as the horse is able 
to take it. 

If your horse could take the work necessary, I 
guess you could get him ready, but I have never 
had any horses tough enough to stand that much 
work and still eat and stay sound. The proba- 
bility is you would wind up your 60 days with- 
out more of your horse left than a mane and 
tail, and those rather stringy. 

Your start in training a horse of this kind 
would be to gallop him a mile for a few days, 
and then extend his gallops until he was gallop- 
ing two to four miles a day. When he seemed 
hard enough to begin to breeze, I would first 
breeze him along at a rate of about 14 seconds 
to the eighth and go three-eighths of a mile with 
him at first, skip a day and repeat. Gallop a 


couple of days and go a half-mile, and repeat

the half-mile in a couple of days, and keep ex- 
tending his work as he proves he can take it 
without quitting eating and without losing too 
much flesh. Of course his legs will have to stay 
sound. 

When you have him going at this rate of 
speed easily doing six furlongs, step up the tempo 
of his work to a 13-second clip. It will never 
be necessary to go faster than that, except for 
brief three-furlong or half-mile blowouts to 
sharpen his speed, until you have him doing a 
mile in 1:44 easily. Then you ought to try him 
a mile in 1:40. Then resume the 13-second clip 
of training, and lengthen out the work. 

If you expect a horse to run 21, miles you 
will have to work him that far, and if he can’t 
go that far for you in a work on the track he

is to race over, and under the weight he is to 
carry in the race, and in time within three or 
four seconds of the time you think necessary to 
win on, better not start him, as he won’t win. 
If they can’t do it in training, they won't do it 
in the afternoon, except after you have run them 
into condition by racing them in losing efforts 
until they get fit. The latter is the practice of 
most of the present day trainers, as they don’t 
know how to fit a horse to win his first out, and 
don’t know when he is fit to win, except after 
they see him race. Bring your horse up to the 
distance he is to run by easy stages, as you see 
him able to take the additional distance, and 
have him work the total distance (when he is 
able) in time that is easily within his powers; 
then begin to have him better his time each 
time he works the distance, and in the course 
of four to eight works, (depending upon the 
powers of the horse, and how he is able to im- 
prove), he will be able to work the distance 
within a couple of seconds of the time necessary 
to win in. If he can’t do this, he won't win for 
you at the first asking, and maybe not for 
several. 

The distance that you have in mind is a long 
way for a horse to run, and he will have to be 
very fit, or he will come out of the race ruined 
for life, if his rider forces him after he gets too 
tired to go on. I have seen some very spent 
horses after iong races, and those horses had 
been in training a long time, and in competent 
trainer’s hands too, So have a care, since you 
are a sportsman. It isn’t sporting to kill a 
good horse making him try to do something he 
isn’t prepared and fit to do. 


KENTUCKY 
Dade Park 


ENTUCKY’S only summer race meeting, at 

Dade Park, near Henderson, Ky., completed 
the second week of a 26-day meeting on August 
20, is apparently on the way to its usual mod- 
erate financial success. The feature of the 
Saturday card was the $1,500 Governor’s Handi- 
cap, won by Miss Premier, a Misstep mare 
formerly owned by Le Mar Stock Farm, now 
racing for Mrs. W. C. Weant. An allowance 
race for 2-year-cld maidens and winners of one 
race was won by Mrs. Joe Houston’s Wee Betsy, 
a filly by Saxon. Dade Park, the only Kentucky 
track which did not adopt the five-day racing 
week this year, will continue through Labor Day, 
September 5. 


Latonia Prepares 


With a 26-day meeting opening September 3, 
Latonia has announced several major improve- 
ments, now nearly completed. The totalizator, 
second in Kentucky, will be completely installed 
by August 27. The paddock, formerly at the ex- 
treme end of the terrace, has been moved to a 
point behind the club house and grandstand, and 
saddling in the open will be possible for owners 
who desire it. The pari-mutuel windows in the 
club house have been placed on a level with the 
club house floor. In all, according to the manage- 


ment, about $65,000 has been spent in improving 
he plant and the best meeting in recent years is 
predicted. 


OHIO 


Thistle Down Park 


HE current week of racing at Thistle Down 
Park is the last of the 42-day meeting. and 
horses from the circuit of which Thistle Down 
is a part will move to Detroit, where a 45-day 
meeting opens on August 27. Since Judge J. A. 
Murphy is director of racing at both tracks, and 
the official family is much the same, the clos- 
ing day card at Thistle Down is written to re- 
quire a different sort of horses from the opening 
day program at Detroit, thus permitting the 
one-day overlapping without actual conflict. 
Thistle Down's program of distance races has 
developed at least one fairly good performer, 
Mrs. J. G. Angner’s Double R. Though the 
Rolled Stocking gelding is only a $1,250 plater, 
he is a consistent one. In six starts at the 
Cleveland track, all at 1% miles or more, he has 
wen four races, including three at two miles, 
has finished second once, fourth once. On August 
20, winning easily at two miles, he set a new 
track record of 3:284; for the distance.

Hard Tack's History 


N address of welcome to Seabiscuit was 
A planned at Del Mar when he arrived there. 
Whether it was delivered, I am not in a position 
to say. But the Pasadena Star-News of Augus' 
1 quotes the leading candidate for oratorical 
endeavor as recalling his sire Hard Tack thus: 

Hard Tack raced only twice in his life. I saw him 
win both his starts. The two races were run at Sara- 
toga, the last a mile and an eighth race, which he 
— with determination rather than four speedy racing 
,— after his second race he developed a navicu- 
lar nerve trouble and was never saddled again. 

A subscriber in Pasadena forwards the clip- 
ping, comments, “After reading several of our 
Coast authorities I find that THE BLOoop- 
HORSE is one of the few sources of authentic 
news,” asks a few facts about Hard Tack. 

Well, the clipping is inexact in several par- 
ticulars. The late James Cox Brady, unable to 
get a service to Man o’ War, commissioned C. 
J. Fitz Gerald to buy a mare in foal to him. So 
Mr. Fitz Gerald bought Tea Biscuit from A. B. 
Hancock for $25,000, in foal to Man o’ War, and 
in the following spring, 1926, she foaled Hard 
Tack. He was a big, good-looking colt, he tried 
very highly, and was heavily engaged in stakes. 
But Mr. Brady died before Hard Tack saw com- 
petition, and in March, 1928, at the dispersal of 
Mr. Brady’s Hamilton Farm, Hard Tack was sold 
to Wheatley Stable for $25,000. Since Tea Bis- 
cuit was sold in the same sale for $4,200, the 
estate lost no money on the purchase. Since 
Mr. Hancock was the purchaser, he lost no 
money either. 


Hard Tack's Racing 


ARD TACK came to the races late in his 2- 

year-old year, at the Aqueduct fall meeting. 
In a maiden 2-year-old race he performed green- 
ly, was ninth. In his second and last start at 
two, he was unplaced. 

James Fitzsimmons, his trainer, was by no 
means discouraged, felt he had a growthy colt 
that would come to hand late. But Hard Tack 
had a temper that came to hand early. He was 
third in his first race (for maidens) at three, 
tiring at the end. In a handicap a few days 
later he was a good second. Then, in the 
Knickerbocker Handicap, at Empire City, he 
found his best form, won by four lengths after 
leading all the way, beating Soul of Honor, 
Chatover, and others. In the Miller Stakes he 
was racing well when he met interference and 
had to take up. He then won, at Saratoga, the 
one-mile Saranac Handicap by a length and a 
half from Curate (which was disqualified), Ver- 
majo, Dr. Freeland, and others. 

His next start was in the Travers Midsummer 
Derby, where he tired and was fourth. In an 
allowance race at Belmont Park he was third, 
at 1's miles, to The Nut and High Strung. In 
the Lawrence Realization he was second after

a half-mile, bled from the mouth and finished 
last. From this point on, his temper outran him. 
In the Potomac Handicap at Havre de Grace, it 
resulted in his being left at post, and he was 
last. In the Montague Handicap at Jamaica, 
after adding a few grey hairs to the starter’s 
head, he was last again. He held up the start 
of the New Rochelle Handicap, finished second 
by a half-length to Stormy Dawn in a iwo-horse 
race. That ended his 3-year-old racing. He 
made only one start at four, at Jamaica. He 
drew number one post position, was so un- 
governable he was taken to the outside, where 
he wheeled at the start and was as good as left. 
That finished his racing career. He was retired 
quite sound, with a record of 15 starts, three 
wins, two seconds, two thirds, $16,820 earned. 
In 1932 he entered stud, got Seabiscuit and Grog 
from his first crop (four foals). His second 
crop, also small, was less successful. His third 
included Stormscud. 


Glamor 


LONG with this request came two photo- 

graphs, one of which is here reproduced. 
The other was of a concrete Maltese cross, this 
emblem figuring in E. J. (Lucky) Baldwin's rac- 
ing colors. Both are located in what is now be- 
ing made into a subdivision. Our correspondent 
comments: 


The two photos were taken on the old Lucky Bald- 
win ranch, just north and east of Santa Anita Park. 
The concrete cross was erected by the Baldwins as 
a memorial, but the wooden sign is the work of the 
subdividers. They have named several of the streets 
after famous horses, and the street where the cross 
is rejoices in the name of Stud Barn Road. Nice 
address. When I was there recently the cross bars 
were still in the stalls of the old horse barn and one 
carried the name of Cruzados (great-grandson of Lex- 
ington). 

I don't know how it is in Kentucky, but here in 
California a horse’s work is never done, for El Rio 
Rey, Volante, et al. now lend glamor to six rooms 
and bath.

American blood in Chile 


BOUT three decades ago the size of the 

American Stud Book fell off abruptly, from 
1,452 pages in Volume 10 to 790 pages in Volume 
11 and 742 pages in Volume 12. The stock which 
disappeared from American records went in vari- 
ous directions, some to France, some to South 
America, some to the slaughterhouse, and some 
passed out of the ranks of Thoroughbreds to as- 
sume utilitarian roles in different fields. Breed- 
ers in this country are quite conscious of the 
profound effect the American exportations have 
had in France, but the Thoroughbreds which went 
to South America from the United States have 
been almost as completely forgotten as those 
which were destroyed or stripped of their regis- 
tration. 

The prestige of the North American Thorough- 
bred suffered greatly from that exodus. When 
better times came for racing we imported horses 
from England in great numbers. But we never 
again exported horses to South America, save in 
a few isolated instances. Thus the stock sent to 
the southern hemisphere was overshadowed by 
English importations, and even when it did as- 
sert itself in the pedigrees of outstanding horses 
the fact went without notice. At home the per- 
centage of imported blood was being increased 
greatly as a result of the precipitous house-clean- 
ing which marked the first decade of the century. 

Affairs have now taken a strange turn, for the 
racing people of the United States have turned 
to South America for the major part of their im- 
portations, and trade with England has fallen off 
sharply. To make the contrast even sharper, the 
British Bloodstock Agency this year has bought 
nine Saratoga yearlings for British clients. This, 
of course, cannot be taken as indicating a trend 
in the international Thoroughbred market, but is 
simply a sporting gesture which I hope will turn 
out happily for Lord Carnarvon and his associate. 

Undoubtedly, if the current flurry of importing 
South American stock settles down to a steady 
trade, the animals brought here will begin in a 
few years to make important contributions to our 
own supply of pedigree material. And some of 
that material will have strangely familiar Amer- 
ican names mixed in with the Spanish nomen- 
clature. 

Last week I received from Chile, from La 
Sociedad Criadores de Caballos Fina Sangre de 
Carrera (Thoroughbred Breeders Association, let 
us say), a catalogue listing some 412 yearlings, or 
rather 2-year-olds, for sale. The only tabulated 
pedigrees shown are those of the sires, the notes 
on the dams being confined to a few lines for 
each yearling. On many occasions one finds 
mentioned the names of Burgomaster, Sensation, 
Salvator, and others of North American origin. 

One of the sires represented is the 10-year-old 
Falkland, winner of the Derby and other im- 
portant Chilean races. Falkland is by Pioneer 
(by Pietermaritzburg, by St. Simon) out of an 
American-bred mare which was 22 years of age 
in 1928, when he was foaled. (Some time ago I 
called attention to the fact that Silfo, a crack 
racer in South America a few years ago, was out 
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of an American-bred mare which was 22 years 
old when she foaled him.) The dam of Falkland 
was Devoted, a chestnut mare, foaled in 1906, 
presumably at Elmendorf Farm, Lexington. She 
was sired by *Golden Garter, and like her dam, 
Devotional, by *Rapallo, was bred by James B. 
Haggin, though she was owned by Barney 
Schreiber at his Woodlands Stud in Missouri prior 
to being sent to Chile as a 6-year-old. The second 
dam of Devoted was Ave Maria, by Salvator, the 
third dam Aurelia, by Algerine. Devoted was the 
only foal produced by her dam. Eleven years be- 
fore she foaled Falkland she produced Eton (also 
by Pioneer), a good winner and sire of numerous 
“classic’’ winners. Eton is also represented by a 
number of horses in catalogue. 

But perhaps the most interesting pedigree in 
the book, to us on this side of the isthmus, is that 
of El Perla, a stallion which represents the maie 
line of Morello, the $100 yearling which became 
one of the great racers of this country. Morello 
died in California as a 6-year-old in 1896, left only 
a few offspring. One of his sons was Eddie Jones, 
out of Early Rose, by Duke of Montrose out of 
Talega, by *Bonnie Scotland, thence back to the 
American family of the Kirtley mare by Milo. 
Eddie Jones, bred by Burns and Waterhouse, was 
a good stakes winner at three, four, and six, but 
he entered the stud when the fortunes of the Turf 
were declining rapidly in California. From the 
*Mr. Pickwick mare Picnic Eddie Jones got a 
colt called El Picaro, foaled in 1906, sent to Peru, 
thence to Chile in 1909. His son El] Perla appears 
in the catalogue as the sire of several young 
racing prospects, all fillies. Another sire rep- 
resented, Omer Emeth, is out of La Grippe, an 
El Picaro mare which was a good winner of 
classic tests in her racing days. El Picaro was 
no outstanding sire in South America, but at 
least the line of *Leamington (sire of Morello) is 
not quite as dead as most of us North Americans 
thought it was.

St. Leger Preview 


ONDON, August 15.—Odds against Pasch win- 

ning the St. Leger have shortened to 6 to 4, 
and it is indeed increasingly difficult to see what 
is to beat the Beckhampton champion in the last 
of the classics. Scottish Union is under a cloud, 
and it will not be decided until much nearer the 
day whether or not he will run. Portmarnock, 
sore for a long time after Epsom, has been cough- 
ing recently, and he may not be at his best on 
September 7, even if we could consider his best 
good enough. The Manton colts, Pound Foolish 
and Cave Man, have not been going with quite 
the dash that their trainer would like to see since 
the day they had their gruelling and senseless 
duel at the Newmarket Second July meeting. 
The gigantic Onslaught has yet to make an ap- 
pearance this term, and he, like Glen Loan, has 
been handicapped by the firm state of the going 
that has prevailed solong. Maybe one or other of 
the St. Leger trials that will be staged at the end 
of the present month will disclose a candidate 
with stamina and enough class to be considered 
at Doncaster, but as the case stands I can see 
nothing among the opposition capable of robbing 
Pasch of his pace. That he is a genuine stayer 
I do not believe, but he has quality and a grand 
turn of foot. Over a mile and a half or further, 
on any course, I should most confidently back 
Bois Roussel and Rockfel to beat him, but the 
Derby and Oaks winners are not engaged in the 
St. Leger. They are, however, in the Hyperion 
Stakes, to be run at Hurst Park on August 20, 
and present intentions are that both will run. 
This new race, designed as a Leger trial, prom- 
ises to be rather more classy than the big race 
itself. 


Half-Way Leaders 


UNNY weather, a fair proportion of winning 

favorites, and exciting finishes such as the 
most moderate horses will often provide sufficed 
to entertain the vast holiday crowds at the many 
meetings held last week. From Sandown, bir- 
mingham, Ripon, Chepstow, Thirsk, Brighton, 
and Lewes came the same report of enormous at- 
tendances, and it seems that the sport of kings 
is fairly maintaining its foremost place in popu- 
lar favor. Of the quality of the racing that has 
been served up I cannot write with any enthusi- 
asm. It was all small beer, and not calculated 
to interest you, so that the time is opportune to 
take “half-time’’ look at the season's statis- 
tics and note progress. 

Leading the list of winning owners to date is 
“Manna” Morriss with £20,269 won by four horses 
in six races. It is freakish that an owner who has 
only six horses in training should be at the head 
of affairs, but when one of those horses is of the 
calibre of Pasch, the position is not so surpris- 
ing. The Guineas and Eclipse Stakes winner ac- 
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counts for £19,031 of Mr. Morriss’ stakes money. 
If Pasch proceeds to win the St. Leger the Beck- 
hampton stable patron is very likely to be still 
leading at the close of the campaign in Novem- 
ber. 

The Aga Kahn, who has some 50 horses in 
training, is credited with £18,919, won by 13 
horses in 17 races. Apart from the 2-year-old 
Dhoti, the chocolate and green livery has not 
Yeep carried with much distinction this season. 
Nor has Lord Derby (£18,994 won in 28 races) 
been represented successfully in any noiawvle 
events. The 2-year-old Easy Going, which has 
taken two races worth £4,239, is the chief con- 
trikutor to his winnings. As a iuaiter of fact, 
Lore Derby has won only one reaily notable 
weight-for-age race—-the One Thousand Gu.i.eas 
with Tide Way in 1936—s.iice Hyperion’s year, 
1833. 

Rockfel, winner of the Gne Thousand ail O:ks, 
accounts for nearly all Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen’s 
£17,761 stakes won to date. James V. Rank 
has won some £14,470 in 17 races, Scottish Union’s 
Ascot success accounting for nearly £4,000 of 
this sum. Bois Roussel is, of course, the big con- 
tributor to Peter Beatty’s £12,589 winnings, 
though the owner of the Derby winner has had 
five winners of nine races in all. 

Sir Abe Bailey, seventh on the owner's list, has 
won nine races worth £12,432, the successes, apart 
from the 2-year-old Meadow and Golden Sover- 
eign’s Newmarket Stakes win, being gained in 
moderate-class events. Solar Flower has ac- 
counted for all except about £1,000 of Sir Alfred 
Butt’s £10,532 winnings, and Flares’ Gold Cup 
success is chiefly responsible for William Wood- 
ward having £8,456 to his credit. Lord Astor has 
had a disappointing season to date, and has won 
only six races worth £8,067. 

Among breeders, the Aga Khan is in a clear 
lead. No fewer than 23 horses bred at his studs 
have won, accounting for 28 races of the aggre- 
gate value of £22,483—-a case of quantity rather 
than quality this year. The Banstead Manor 
Stud for H. E. Morriss, where Pasch was bred, is 
second, with two winners of four races worth 
£19,910. Next comes Lord Derby, with 17 win- 
ners of 28 races worth £19,144. 


Darling and Richards 


RED DARLING, trainer of Pasch and Bois 

Roussel, heads the list of winning trainers. 
He has sent out 25 winners of 37 races of the 
aggregate value of £39,478. A dozen or so years 
ago we invariably looked for Darling to be in the 
lead, but of late he has not been so much in the 
limelight, having had his Beckhampton stables 
full of indifferent cattle. That he is still a master 
in his profession has been abundantly shown this 
term. 

His nearest rival to date is Frank Butters, who 
trains for the Aga Khan, Sir Alfred Butt, and 
other notable patrons. He has taken 37 races 
worth £36,817. Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort is close 
up third, with 20 winners of 27 races, worth 
£34,888. Next comes Joe Lawson of Manton with 
£26,575 won in 26 races, and the only other to 
top the £20,000 mark is Capt. O. Bell, the Lam- 
bourn trainer of Rockfel. The filly has accounted 
for £16,848 of the £21,198 that Bell's stable has 
won. 

In the jockey’s list, it is again a case of Gor- 
don Richards first and the rest nowhere. The 
champion has had 535 mounts and won on 124, 
giving his a winning percentage of 23.18. As an 
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indication of the faith of the casual race-goer in 
Gordon's ability, I should mention that at the 
August Bank Holiday meeting at Chepstow all 
six of his mounts started at odds-on—an unpre- 
cedented occurrence at any meeting in this coun- 
try. Not one of these horses represented a real 
betting proposition and although Richards landed 
four of them first past the stick, he had to ride 
hard every time, the winning margins being less 
than a length in each case. 

Pasch and Pound Foolish are primarily respon- 
sible for the fact that the defunct Blandford is at 
the head of the list of winning sires. In all, 13 
of his progeny have won 19 races worth £28,822. 
Felstead, sire of Rockfel and Easy Going, is sec- 
ond with £16,848 won by nine winners of 14 races. 
Eight winners sired by Solario have won 11 races 
worth £17,114, the chief contributor being the 
filly Solar Flower. The other stallions in the lead- 
ing dozen in the order written are Sansovino, the 
defunct Pharos, Mr. Jinks, Caerleon, Sir Cosmo, 
Fairway, old Son-in-Law, *Blenheim II, and the 
defunct Vatout. 


Nottingham Winners 


E had some fair-class sport at Nottingham 

and Kempton Park last week. Big event at 
the former meeting was the Stewards’ Handi- 
cap, a six-furlong affair of the value of £1,165 
to the winning owner, which is in the nature of a 
consolation prize for Wokingham Stakes and 
Stewards’ Cup failures. So consistently do sea- 
soned sprinters perform that it is no great mat- 
ter to handicap them, and the responsible official 
duly brought well together the majority of the 
16 runners for this Nottingham prize. Ina great 
finish of heads and necks, the 6-year-old The 
Drummer, owned and trained by the Bolton sports- 
man W. Carr, pulled through from the Stewards’ 
Cup failures Jovial Lad and Knighted. The 3- 
year-old Neuvy, conceding the winner no less than 
24 pounds, was close up sixth. Further behind 
were the Wokingham winner Bold Ben (which 
had beaten The Drummer out of a place in the 
Ascot race), Davy Dolittle, Lohengrin, Mickey 
the Greek, and the 3-year-old filly Hazel, which 
has already had some backing for the Cambridge- 
shire. 

The Drummer, a chestnut gelding by Grand 
Parade, had run in three races this season, and 
was runner-up in two. Last year in 11 attempts 
he won three and was three times placed. 

Sir Alfred Butt’s good filly Solar Flower picked 
up an easy £840 prize in the Great Midland 
Breeders’ Plate (11, miles), cantering home from 
River Prince and Helen's Hill, with Hesperian and 
Chatsworth unplaced. 

The best 2-year-old winner at the Nottingham 
meeting was Lady Beatty’s beautifully made filly 
Gold Vista, which beat the Aga Khan's Yaki- 
mour (by “Blenheim II), Mrs. Chester Beatty's 
Doiabellissima filly, and half a dozen others in a 
close finish for the Nottinghamshire Breeders’ 
Foal Plate (five furlongs) of £840. Gold Vista is 
a chestnut daughter of Gold Bridge out of Gay 
Vista, by Gay Crusader, and the youngster will 
win again. I have never seen a grander type of 
sprinter than was Gold Bridge, the champion 
speed performer of 1934. It is pleasing to see 
that he is making good at stud, and stamping 
his stock with his splendid physique. In this, the 
first season that his offspring have appeared on 
the tracks, he has already got 11 winners, a re- 
markably good achievement.

Wins For Mr. Woodward 


T Kempton Park, we were intrigued by the 
reappearance of Lord Glanely’s much dis- 
cussed 2-year-old Famous Scholar, the colt which 
was backed to beat Panorama on the occasion of 
his debut at Goodwood. The son of Felstead ran 
for the modestly endowed International Plate 
(five furlongs) and started a warm favorite to 
beat nine rivals. He ran indifferently and has 
clearly been overrated, though I see possibilities 
in the colt when he carries a bit more muscle 
over his quarters. The race was won by Hunton, 
a gelding by Bold Archer owned by V. T. Thomp- 
son. Runner-up was a more promising sort of 
youngster, Boscastle II, a colt by Chateau Bous- 
caut which carried the colors of Sir Abe Bailey. 
The American-bred Gallane, a son of *Sir Gal- 
lahad III out of Silver Lane, bred by William 
Woodward but now owned by T. F. Blackwell, 
beat Godolphin, Artist’s Prince, and four others 
in the Greenwood Plate, a 10-furlong handicap. 
There were two other American-bred runners at 
the meeting. Golden Fox (by Gallant Fox) car- 
ried Mr. Woodward's colors to an easy victory 
in the Mortlake Selling Plate and was subsequent- 
ly sold for 500 guineas to Sir Malcolm McAlpine; 
and that flatcatcher Olympus (by Gallant Fox 
out of *Periwinkle II) at last managed to lose his 
maiden certificate, short-heading St. Patrick’s Day 
to win the St. James’ Plate at 11. miles. 

J. E. Widener has sold his useful 3-year-old colt 
Silver Spear won the Union Jack Stakes at the 
American-bred bay, by *Sickle from Stephanie, 
Silver Spear won the Union Jack states at the 
Liverpool Spring meeting and has been placed in 
three other good-class events of the current 
season.

Saratoga 


HIS week is the last of the 30-day Saratoga 

meeting, which, as usual, brought out the 
best horses in competition. El Chico, No Com- 
petition, Beau James, and Hash will leave Sara- 
toga at the top of the 2-year-old list, probably 
in the order named, as El Chico seems an over- 
whelming choice for the rich Hopeful Stakes on 
closing day. Esposa, winner of the Champlain 
Handicap last week, is now in fifth place among 
money-winning mares, and with the exception of 
Thomas D. Taggart’s Marica has no serious 
rival in her division. Handcuff, winner of the 
Alabama Stakes, proved in the New England 
Oaks on August 20 that she belongs at the top 
of the 3-year-old fillies. War Admiral, winner 
of three stakes at the upstate track, is of course 
at the top of the handicap performers. But 
even Saratoga could do nothing to set the 3- 
year-old colts in order. The Travers Stakes, 
chief event of the meeting for 3-year-olds, went 
to Thanksgiving, which had not previously won 
a race of such magnitude, though he had per- 
formed well earlier. 

Remaining on the Saratoga stakes program 
are four important events. The Hopeful Stakes, 
on closing day, has been practically conceded to 
El Chico, but No Competition now appears a 
formidable rival, and the John P. Grier colt may 
have no hollow victory. The Saratoga Cup, at 
1%, miles, seems an easier engagement for War 
Admiral, as Stagehand, a possible opponent, will 
not start, and Esposa, good as she is, seems to 
have no chance at the Man o’ War colt. The 
Albany Handicap, for 2-year-olds, on August 24, 
will give a few juveniles a chance to prove them- 
selves before the Hopeful. El Chico, top-weight 
under 129 pounds, is not likely to start, but 
Eight Thirty, Maeline, Bull Terrier, Hash, Equi- 
librium, Up the Creek, and others are among the 
entries. On August 25 the Huron Handicap 
will engage the best 3-year-olds at the track. 
Thanksgiving is top weight with 126 pounds. 
Also among the better prospects are The Chief 
(124), Nedayr (123), Stormscud (123), Bull Lea 
(118), Sir Raleigh (118), Mythical King (117). 

Reports from Saratoga indicate that the meet- 
ing is enjoying practically the same support 
that it did last year, when a very profitable sea- 
son was recorded. But there has been a slight 
falling off of patronage, possibly a larger diminu- 
tion of betting (though 86 books were operating 
on August 20), all of which has been attributed 
to the fact that gaming establishments at the 
Spa, formerly pretty much unchecked, have 
been shut down this year except for a _ brief 
period. It is difficult to see how this affects the 
track greatly, since the number of persons who 
go to Saratoga to bet on horses by day and 
roulette by night, and who refuse to go unless 
both are available, must be quite small. 


Esposa's Smart Effort 


Carrying top weight of 118 pounds, William 
Ziegler, Jr.'s good race mare Esposa won an 
easy victory over fair competition in the Cham- 
plain Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 14% miles) at Saratoga August 16. In her 
last previous effort, Esposa had broken so badly 
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she was almost left. This time Nick Wall had 
her away more alertly, and after a furlong she 
had got to the front. Her nearest challenger 
was Belair Stud’s *Isolater (108), but she shook 
him off readily, and though *Isolater remained 
in second place into the last sixteenth, Esposa 
was swinging along three lengths in front of 
him, with speed in reserve. For about the last 
seven furlongs three lengths was Esposa’s lead, 
and she won by that margin. R. A. Moore’s 
Piccolo (100), coming up well in the stretch, 
took second place by a neck from “*Isolater, 
with Louis Strube’s Rust (104) closing some 
ground to be fourth, three lengths farther back. 
In order followed Regal Lily (109), Galsun 
(105), Gentle Savage (3-y-o, 106), and Rex Flag 
(111). Of the trailers, only Galsun, racing now 
for W. E. Boeing, was ever prominent, the Gal- 
lant Fox gelding running third to the stretch, 
where he weakened under urging. Time, :24, 
1:1245, 1:37!5, 1:50%5, track fast.

For 2-year-olds which are nominated for the 
United States Hotel, Grand Union Hotel, Spina- 
way, or Hopeful Stakes, and which prove not 
quite up to the expectation which led to their 
nomination, the Saratoga Association offers the 
Consolation Claiming Stakes, run in two events. 
First event ($1,000 added, 2-year-olds, six fur- 
longs) was run August 18, resulted in a decisive 
victory for the Stimulus colt Touch and Go 
(118), from H. F. Guggenheim’s Falaise Stable.

War Admiral's Whitney Stakes 


Apparently on his way to a sweep of Saratoga’s 
weight-for-age events, Glen Riddle Farm’s War 
Admiral (126) had no great difficulty in taking 
the Whitney Stakes ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, entire colts and fillies, 114 miles) on 
August 20. Great Union and *Isolater were with- 
drawn from the race, leaving only William Zieg- 
ler, Jr.'s Esposa (121) and Belair Stud’s Fighting 
Fox (3-y-o0, 117) to oppose the champion, and 
War Admiral was backed at what seemed liberal 
odds of 2 to 5. 

For the first time since War Admiral came to 
his present prominence, Charley Kurtsinger was 
not in the saddle, as he had not entirely recov- 
ered from injuries suffered when Hauca fell with 
him in the Spinaway Stakes a week earlier. Wayne 
D. Wright rode War Admiral, had him away at 
at high speed. Fighting Fox, trying to keep up, 
was soon worn down by the pace, and Esposa, 
under early restraint, closed part of the gap. 
Turning ino the stretch War Admiral drew away 
again, and Nick Wall, putting Esposa under pun- 
ishment, sent her to within a length of him. 
Wright hand-rode War Admiral to the finish, won 
handily by a length. Fighting Fox, not persever- 
ed with when hopelessly beaten, finished 10 
lengths behind the Espino mare, whose gamest 
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effort only kept War Admiral from loafing.

Though two full seconds slower than Sir 
Barton's track record (under 129 pounds), the 
time was the fastest of the 11 runnings of the 
race.

Censorship 


After the suspension of Jockey Lee Hardy in 
connection with the death of Thingumabob, con- 
siderable criticism was directed against Saratoga 
stewards because Eddie Arcaro, before the inves- 
tigation, had told reporters Hardy was not to 
blame for the accident. So a ruling was issued 
barring reporters from the jockeys’ quarters. 
The ruling lasted approximately one hour, or until 
Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of the New 
York State Racing Commission and former 
newspaperman, heard of it, blasted: “It’s the 
most ridiculous ruling I ever heard of. Reporters 
should be given the fullest opportunity for the 
gathering of news.” 


Jamaica's Fall Stakes 


Five stakes have been announced for the Ja- 
maica fall meeting. The Continental Handicap, 
with $10,000 added, tops the list, which also in- 
cludes the Interborough and Remsen Handicaps, 
each with $5,000 added, the Long Island Claiming 
Stakes, with $3,000 added, and the Belgrade 
Claiming Stakes, with $2,500 added.

An allowance race for 2-year-olds was offered, 
was won by Smith and Ramsey’s Mordecai, a 
gelding by Busy American, with Dixiana’s Star 
Boarder the runner up. 

Reports from Washington Park indicate that 
the racing officials are having some difficulty 
with the management, in preventing the win- 
ner-picking contest from submerging racing en- 
tirely. Because of the contest, there have been 
objections to late scratches when track condi- 
tions change, and it is reported that horsemen 
with entries in stakes were requested not to 
avail themselves of their privilege of withdraw- 
ing up to 45 minutes before post time. The 
pari-mutuel turnover, however, is well above 
that of last year, and program sales have been 
averaging nearly two to a person, as three sets 
of selections are permitted for each patron. 

The Great Western Handicap, at 1 miles, 
and the Ravisloe Stakes, for 2-year-olds at six 
furlongs, are the features for next Saturday, 
August 27.

Narragansett Park 


ALF through its summer meeting of 36 days, 

Narragansett Park was running slightly be- 
hind 1937 in the matter of pari-mutuel wagering, 
but there was little cause for alarm, as the 
daily average is over $370,00. A slight drop in 
pari-mutuel turnover has been observable at the 
New England tracks in the last two seasons, and 
there is no reason to believe that the racing and 
patronage at Narragansett Park are not in a 
healthy condition. 

Overshadowing the other racing of the week 
was the performance of Handcuff in the New 
England Oaks. A Boston sportswriter called it 
the “most stunning performance by any Thor- 
oughbred in the six-year history of racing in 
New England.” This is possibly taking in a 
good deal of territory, but the Whichone filly, 
last of 15 as the field reached the last three fur- 
longs, turned in a highly spectacular race, 
helped by Jack Westrope’s clever weaving 
through the field, and came out of the pack a 
sixteenth from the finish to win going away.

Handcuff's Fine Finish 


For the first five furlongs of the New England 
Oaks ($7,500 added, 3-year-old fillies, 1 1-16 
miles), Brookmeade Stable’s favored Handcuff 
(121) was last, with a big field of 14 fillies ahead 
of her. It was not until there were but three 
furlongs left to go that the Whichone filly found 
her stride.

CALIFORNIA 


Del Mar 


OW about half-way through its 25-day meet- 

ing, the Del Mar track near San Diego is 
having a very successful meeting, with patronage 
comparable to that of the San Francisco tracks, 
Bay Meadows and Tanforan. The pari-mutuel 
turnover is averaging about $150,000 daily. In 
1937, during the inaugural meeting, the track 
made a profit on a turnover which averaged only 
about $100,000 daily. 

With the exception of Seabiscuit, no horses of 
national prominence are at the track, and rac- 
ing is consequently of largely local interest. In 
the handicap division, perhaps the best per- 
formances have been those of Robert Riskin’s 
Dogaway, a *Bull Dog colt which formerly raced 
for Milky Way Farm, and which has now won 
two stakes at the meeting. 

Considerable attention was given, on August 
13, to the first start of Joy Boy, a Trace Call 
colt owned by Jean Chatburn (Mrs. Frank Or- 
satti). Joy Boy, regarded as a highly promising 
colt from his works, was a well backed second 
choice in his first start, on August 13. With 
Jockey F. Mauro in the saddle, Joy Boy came 
very fast in the stretch to win by two and a 
half lengths, setting a new track record of 
1:058; for the 51, furlongs. However the run- 
ner-up, Bubbling Boy, took a three-length beat- 
ing from Mrs. Neil S. McCarthy’s Morning 
Breeze four days later. The third horse, Skiing, 
a son of *Jacopo, was also regarded as very 
promising, but in a race on August 20 Skiing 
suddenly slumped to the track, dead from an 
internal hemorrhage. Silvio Coucci, Skiing’s 
rider, escaped without injury, continues to lead 
jockeys on the Coast. 


Dogaway Repeats 


The La Jolla Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, one mile) at Del Mar August 13 
was won by Robert Riskin’s Dogaway (122), 
*Bull Dog colt which won the Motion Picture 
Handicap a week earlier. Ridden by E. Yager, 
Dogaway was off fast, took the lead in the first 
70 yards, and made his own pace to the finish. 
A. M. Koewler’s Capt. Cal (114) came up hard 
in the stretch, and Dogaway had to be ridden 
vigorously to win by a head. E. E. Fogelson’s

Seabiscuit's Engagement 


With the proposed $25,000 special at Long- 
acres apparently abandoned, Charles S. Howard 
was quoted in the San Francisco Chronicle as 
saying that Seabiscuit would be shipped to Chi- 
cago for the Hawthorne Gold Cup, the shipment 
to be made at the last possible moment, with pre- 
liminary training at Del Mar. 


Denial and Explanation 


The Del Mar track has had more trouble get- 
ting rid of the Seabiscuit—-*Ligaroti match than 
it had getting it. Prodded by varied and con- 
flicting stories of the events leading up to the 
suspension of Jockeys Woolf and Richardson, 
stewards decided on August 17 that a public 
statement, though five days late, could help the 
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situation. So the official view of the happenings 
in the special was released: 

Coming to the one-sixteenth pole, Seabiscuit started 
to move on, but Jockey Richardson reached out and 
grabbed Seabiscuit’s saddle cloth and held on to it 
until he got practically to the 70-yard pole, where 
*Ligaroti had moved up considerably, and at this point 
he let go of the saddle cloth and tried to grab Jockey 
Woolf's wrist. Woolf fought to get his arm loose, and 
about 20 yards from the finish reached out and grabbed 
*Ligaroti’s bridle rein and held on to it from there 
across the finish. 

This apparently settled the matter of foul rid- 
ing, but unsatisfied newspapermen still referred 
pointedly to the unusual fact that the Official 
photograph of the finish had not been publicly 
displayed. 

On another tack, Seabiscuit’s owner, Charles 
S. Howard, issued an indignant denial to the 
published story that Woolf had instructions to 
restrain Seabiscuit and ‘“‘make a race out of it.” 
Said Mr. Howard, with some heat: 

Any fool writing racing ought to know that a race 
run in 1:49, with the first mile in 1:36', . . . couldn't 
be fixed in that manner. The whole thing, to anyone 


versed in how races are run, is obviously a_ false 
alarm. Just to keep the records straight. I will 
make public the riding orders given Seabiscuit. Jockey 


Woolf was told to go to the front around the first turn, 
to get clear of *Ligaroti, because the latter has a 
habit of lugging in to the rail. . Once on the back 


stretch Woolf was told to take back slightly and get 
on the outside, letting *Ligaroti go up on the rail. 
Seabiscuit always runs well from behind. Woolf 


was told to make his move on the outside at the far 
turn, and win as far off as he could. ... As the race 
turned out, Seabiscuit was not able to ever get more 
than a neck in front of *Ligaroti, had to stay in on 
the rail. 

Meanwhile one thing appeared plain: All 
tracks which have gone to trouble and expense 
to get a special race involving Seabiscuit or 
War Admiral have had cause to regret it.

Don Meade Reinstated 


On March 4, 1936, as Jockey Donald Meade 
was preparing to accept mounts at Hialeah Park, 
stewards ordered him down, referred his case to 
the Florida State Racing Commission. On March 
9 the commission met, revoked Meade’s license. 
Though the ruling, as announced to the public, 
was couched in very vague terms, it became 
known that Meade had been found guilty of bet- 
ting on horses against which he was, or was sup- 
posed to be, riding. 

On December 5, 1936, Meade applied unsuccess- 
fully for reinstatement. A few weeks later the 
commission which revoked his license was re- 
placed by another, as Florida’s political wheel 
spun around, and Meade asked reinstatement 
again, on January 19, 1937. This was refused, 
as were applications in June and September of 
1937, and in July of 1938. 

But on August 12 the Florida State Racing 
Commission announced that the suspension had 
been lifted, effective December 19, 1938, when 
Tropical Park opens. Thus Meade’s suspension 
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will have lasted almost three years, which as rac- 
ing penalties go is a long time. Meade’s plea for 
reinstatement was, essentially, “guilty, but I have 
learned my lesson.”’

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NOTES FROM SARATOGA 


By BROWNIE LEACH 


RINCIPAL interest in the Tuesday night sale 

was focused on the consignment of F. Wal- 
lis Armstrong’s Meadowview Farms, Inc., which 
offered the last *Teddy yearlings. Attendance 
was light, but several good bidders were present, 
including Mrs. Ethel V. Mars and her trainer, 
Robert McGarvey, and Samuel D. Riddle. Both 
Mrs. Mars and Mr. Riddle bid on a number of the 
Armstrong yearlings and each made purchases. 
The *Teddy and John P. Grier yearlings in that 
list, however, brought slightly under the average 
most observers had anticipated. 

Bidding throughout the night was sluggish. 
The John P. Grier—*Sweet Nothings colt, pur- 
chased by Mr. Riddle for $3,500, was started at 
$600, and not more than one or two raises of more 
than $100 were made during the selling. The 
same sort of bidding marked most of the selling 
of the higher-priced youngsters. The John P. 
Grier---Warrior Lass colt was started at $1,000, 
advanced by $100 and $200 bids to $5,000 before 
being upped as much as $300. The chestnut colt 
by *Teddy out of Sweetheart was one of the few 
exceptions. He was started at $2,000, the next 
bid was $4,000. The next yearling, a chestnut 
colt by *Teddy—-Appeal, also was started. at 
$2,000, was worked up to $3,500 by slow stages. 
Mrs. Mars did the bidding for her stable raising 
the bid $100 a time. The bidding went from 
$500 to $4,900 in $100 o.ds. One individual at 
the ringside commented, “Two years ago when 
Mrs. Mars raised her finger it meant a thousand 
instead of a hundred.” 

William Ziegler, Jr., withdrew all yearlings he 
had consigned to Tuesday night's sale after sell- 
ing the entire group privately to Arthur White, of 
Virginia, who was associated with two other 
buyers in the deal. Mr. Ziegler has made no defi- 
nite plans for the future of his good mare Esposa, 
but indicated that if she remains sound and in 
good racing condition he may send her to the 
Pacific coast, presumably for the $100,000 added 
Santa Anita Handicap. Asked when he planned 
to retire Esposa, Mr. Ziegler answered that he 
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did not know. He said he might breed her next 
year if she did not continue to train well, but 
said there was no indication that racing was hurt- 
ing her or that she was taking any dislike to her 
campaigning. 

Neil S. McCarthy, of California, reached Sara- 
toga Wednesday morning for the end of the sales, 
after business had detained him in California 
about two weeks longer than he had expected. 

Conn Smythe, who purchased three yearlings 
from the Mereworth Farm consignment last Fri- 
day, remarked in the sales yard that not one of 
the yearlings he has purchased from that con- 
signor at Saratoga, with the exception of one or 
two that he did not get to train, had failed to 
win. His record with Mereworth yearlings is 16 
trained for racing and 16 winners. 

Major Thomas McCreery declared the 1935 
yearlings were the healthiest he had ever seen 
come to Saratoga in years. “There hasn't been a 
case of real sickness,” he said. 

Roy Waldron, trainer of Mrs. C. Oliver Ise- 
lin's horses sold on the final night, has leased 
the stakes winner Strabo from Mrs. Iselin and 
will race the 4-year-old son of Pompey in his 
name. Waldron’s other plans are indefinite. 

Principal bidders on Pompous Lady, 4-year-old 
sister to Ladysman in foal to Cavalcade, were 
Greentree Farm, H. P. Headley, and Thomas B. 
Cromwell, the latter bidding for Valdina Farms. 
Headley stopped at $4,900, Cromwell at $5,200. 
The mare was offered Wednesday, August 17. 

Immediately after the mare was sold a 2-year- 
old Shetland mule was offered by Morris Dickson 
and was knocked down to Hugh Fontaine for 
$300. The mule was started at $5 and no bid 
larger than $15 was made. The sale of this ani- 
mal was marked by considerable fun among the 
bidders. 

Greatest stamina was shown at the sales by 
Don Cameron, who did not miss a session and 
was a bidder every night. During the first week 
yearlings knocked down to him were for his em- 
ployer, Louis B. Mayer, motion picture magnate. 
Thereafter he bought for the account of Frank 
Orsatti, agent of many Hollywood stars and 
owner of the Fairview Farms. Cameron was 
also contending bidder on the Shetland mule. 
The lots knocked down to Allan C. Long were 
also for the account of Orsatti. 

After the first week of the sales Mr. Long, 
accompanied by his wife, left for Europe with 
the intention of making further purchases for 
the account of his employer, Mr. Mayer. 

The British Bloodstock Agency originally 
planned 10 yearling purchases, went away with 
nine. After reaching England Lord Carnarvon 
and an unannounced associate will draw lots for 
eight and determine ownership of the odd year- 
ling by auction. 

Johnny Troxler, of Lexington, did all the bid- 
ding for A. A. Baroni, who got three head. 

Leigh Taliaferro, who spent $8,000 making one 
purchase, out of the Hancock sale, is an Oklahoma 
oil man who has a few horses in training with 
Jack Howard. 

In the sale of horses in training W. H. La Boy- 
teaux sold all his horses except five 2-year-olds, 
four of which were returned to his farm and will 
not be trained until next season. The fifth may 
be started this year and will be offered for sale 
later in the fall.

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YEARLING SALES IN REVIEW 


OR 13 nights during the current month the 

Fasig-Tipton Company held sales of horses 
in its arena at Saratoga Springs. The first 
11 evenings were given over exclusively to 
yearling sales. On the twelfth night, Wednesday, 
August 17, seven yearlings were included in the 
mixed sale. Including these seven, and including 
two resales, there were 559 yearlings disposed of 
during the series of auctions, the largest number 
since 1931. 

They brought $1,305,700, the largest amount 
since 1930. 

They averaged $2,336, which is 2.14 per cent 
below the average of 1937. 

The sales left breeders with the feeling that the 
market had been quite satisfactory, and with an 
optimistic outlook for the future. The number 
of consignors who got more than they had ex- 
pected probably outnumbered those who received 
less. Many breeders had braced themselves for an 
abrupt decline in the market, and were pleasantly 
surprised to find the 1937 scale of prices still in 
operation. 

But what the breeders especially liked about the 
1938 Saratoga sales was the fact that the demand 
for fillies was improved. In 1936 some of the 
extreme disproportion between colt and filly 
prices was corrected by an abrupt rise of the 
filly average to $1,857. But the slack had been 
taken up too quickly, and in 1937 the filly average 
declined by 20.2 per cent while the colt average 
was rising 4 per cent. This year the pendulum 
swung in the other direction. 

Forty-four per cent of the yearlings sold at 
Saratoga this year were fillies, as compared with 
40 per cent in 1937, 38 per cent in 1936. But the 
245 fillies averaged $1,676, a 13.2 per cent rise 
above the 1937 average. The average for colts 
declined 4.6 per cent. 

Taking into consideration the larger percent- 
age of fillies sold in 1938, the market this year 
was almost exactly the same as that of 1937. If 
the 1938 average for each sex is applied to the 
1937 proportion of colts and fillies, the hypothet- 
ical average on 528 head works out at $2,381, 
which is one-fourth of one per cent below the 
actual average for last year.

HE number of yearlings sold in 1938 was 

larger than in 1937, but the consignors were 
fewer by 10, there being 71 different ownerships 
stated in the catalogues as compared with 81 in 
1937. Coldstream Stud, Lexington, which was 
second highest in point of average with $6,640 
last year, was first this year with a smaller 
average, but the decline was due to a greater 
proportion of fillies.

OR the first time in four years the Milky Way 
Farm of Mrs. Ethel V. Mars had serious 
rivalry in the matter of spending money for 
yearlings this season. But even though Milky 
Way spent less than usual, the candy company 
organization again topped the list of buyers—for 
the fourth year in succession. Trainer Robert 
McGarvey, bidding for Milky Way Farm, bought 
15 head for $95,600, average $6,373. Next in the 
order of buyers were two newcomers to the Sara- 
toga market, both representatives of Hollywood's 
motion picture industry. W L Ranch, that is, 
H. M. Warner, one of the three Warner brothers, 
bought 16 head for $79,000. If to this group are 
added the four head which were knocked down to 
Trainer John Kermath for a total $8,300, the 
Warner organization’s purchases amount to 20 
head for $87,300. Don Cameron bought 22 head 
for $78,400 for the account of Louis B. Mayer, of 
the great Meiro-Goldwyn-Mayer combine.

Distribution in Price Groups 


RICES received for yearlings at Saratoga this 

year fell into groups very much like those 
of 1937, except for a slight tendency to gravitate 
toward the average. There were 31 more sales 
made this month than last August, and 22 of this 
number are accounted for in the group of horses 
sold between $2,000 and $5,000—the “average” 
group, more or less. 

The highest prices this year were $22,000 and 
$21,500, as compared with $26,000, $25,000, ana 
$20,000 last year. There were fewer yearlings 
sold for as much as $10,000, and the number which 
brought as much as $5,000 was exactly the same 
as in 1937, though the proportion was smalier. 
There was also a shift away from the lower end 
of the scale. Last year 65 per cent of the year- 
lings sold at less than $2,000, as compared with 63 
per cent this year. In the $2,000-to-$5,000 group 
were 23 per cent of the 1937 yearlings, 26 per 
cent of the 1938 crop.

The highest prices of 1938 were below those of 
1937, but were higher than the tops of the previ- 
ous six years. Last year one filly reached $10,000, 
this year two went above that figure. Last year 
nine fillies reached $5,000, this year there were 
13 fillies in that category. But 44 per cent of all 
fillies sold (109 out of 245) went for less than 
$1,000, whereas only 26 per cent of the colts (81 
out of 314) were in the bottom bracket.

O. B. Wearley’s Candle Ends won a race for 
3-year-old maidens at Narragansett Park August 
16, paying $48.40 for a $2 straight ticket. Candle 
Ends, a gelding by Boojum out of the Mad Hat- 
ter inare Mad Kiss, is so high-strung aud unruly 
that it has been most difficult to train and race 
him. He constituted the third of Boojum’s three 
one-foal crops. The previous foals by Boojum 
were Snark (1933) and Jub Jub (1934), both 
stakes winners. Of the three 2-year-olds in the 
fourth crop of foals by the speedy son of John 
P. Grier, Thingumabob died a stakes winner and 
Slave Charm is a winner. The only foal of racing 
age sired by Boojum which has yet to win is De- 
spondent, a filly out of Rueful, by *St. Germans.
